MOSCOW (A P '—Soviet Prem ier 
Nikita Khrushchev returned Sun­ 
day from a surprise trip to Ro­ 
mania. apparently refreshed and 
ready for im portant cold war pol­ 
icy statem ents when Parliam ent 
opens this week 
His previously unannounced six- 
day visit to Romania was de­ 
scribed as a short vacation by 
Tass, the official news agency. 
The Prem ier has been on the go 
almost constantly since his U.S. 
visit. 
Khrushchev’s last reported pub-J 
lie engagement in Moscow was 
Oct. 1H. shortly after his return 
from Red China and a barnstorm ­ 
ing tour of Siberia. He flew to 
Romania Oct. 19 at the invitation 
of the Romanian government.

Against Motherwell 
To Be Sought Today 


California D. A. Admits It's Tough Case 


DOWNIEVILLE, Calif. <AP* - 
In the summer of 1958, a lonely, 
elderly widow from Washington. 
D C.. \anishcd while on a last- 
fling tour of the West with husky, 
handsome Larry Lord Motherwell. 
Monday, her weathered skull 
and whitened bones will tie the 
principal evidence by which the 
state seeks a murder indictment 
against the 43-year-old itinerant 
construction man who admittedly

forest on the High Sierra last sum­ 
mer.

Big Business 


With government and medical authorities 
speaking up against the public s waste in expend* 
Rutcs for vitamin pills, diets and vibrators, it is 
interesting to learn many old-time remedies — 
the patent medicines — that have experienced 
similar disfavor are still recording strong sales 
volumes. 


A IV all Street Journal survey reveals that 
sales of proprietary drugs — those which can be 
sold bv druggists without prescriptions — are 
keeping pace fairly well with U. S. population 
gains. I he total value of such sales last year was 
$1.5 billion, compared to $850 million in 1949. 
Much of the current sales success of the 
remedies grandmother knew is credited to mod­ 
ern handling. Many original companies market* 
ing the old standbys have ceased to operate — 
at least as independents. Their formulae are 
bought up by larger and more aggressive con­ 
cerns (one big firm currently is trying to round 
up some IOO old elixirs and nostrums! and mod­ 
ern sales techniques are counted on to yield 
hefty revenues. 
The formulae remain essentially the same — 
only the claims are different. Government auth­ 
orities have clamped down on such sweeping 
pronouncements as a ' sure cure for any ill of 
man or beast.” 
Credit much of the present popularity of 
old remedies to modern promotion And credit 
more to the beneficial properties some of the 
offerings probably have. But save some credit 
for family tradition. “ Mothers do tell daughters, 
you know,” one druggist said. 
Tradition? How else can one druggist s testi­ 
mony that he still has an active seasonal demand 
for sulphur and molasses be explained?

Lyndon Johnson 


Among the Democrats, candidates are numerous. 
This is not unusual for a party out of office and was so 
when the Republicans were out of office Today, the 
Republicans limit themselves to two aspirants, the 
Vice President. Richard Nixon, and the Governor of 
New York State. Nelson Rockefeller. 
The Democrats of Texas, led by the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives. Sam Rayburn, have 
launched Lyndon Johnson, the leader of the Demo- 
^ t i „•> in the Sen.ce. a- a undulate It hi t i bt noted 
J that the A D A . the Americans for Democratic Action, 
do not name Johnson as among those whom they sup­ 
port. No greater compliment can be paid to any Demo­ 
cratic candidate today. It was surprising that they in­ 
cluded Stuart Symington in their list of favored Sena­ 
tors. This is most unfortunate for the Missouri Senator, 
whom many Democrats have heretofore favored. 


Lvndon Johnson represents the responsibility 


for the conduct of the Democratic Party during the 
past six years. Some speak of Adlai Stevenson as 
the titular head of the Democratic Party because 
he was twice defeated for the Presidency, thp 
last candidate usually being so regarded. Others 
speak of Harry Truman as the titular head of the 
Democratic Party because he was its last Presi­ 
dent and is so respected by most Democrats. Paul 
Butler, ( hairman of the Democratic National Com­ 
mittee, has been asserting a kind of leadership 
unusual in that position. 


Actually, two men have led the Democratic Party 
and have assumed responsibility for its record during 
the Eisenhower Administration. They are Speaker Sam 
Rayburn and Majority Leader Lyndon Johnson What­ 
ever the Democrats have accomplished, these men 
have done in Congress. 
Lyndon Johnson ha.s had a long experience in the 
legislative branch of government. Fifty-one years old, 
he started as a school teacher in Houston. Texas. He 
became secretary to Representative Richard M. Kle­ 
berg of Texas He then was elected to the House of 
Representatives from Johnson City. Texas in 1937 and 
has remained in Congress ever since. He was elected 
Senator in 1948 
Both as minority and majority leader of the 
Senate, Lyndon Johnson has established himself as an 
extraordinarily capable official, sound of judgment, 
broad in perspective, able to support a Republican 
President in the national interest 
In a word, this is 
a strong man. At a period when this country is weak 
in leadership, it is sound to have on both the Repub­ 
lican and Democratic sides, strong men whose ex­ 
perience has been in government and who are able 
to carry on 
Every American boy is told. I suppose, that he 
might, if he is a good boy, some day become Presi­ 
dent of the United States Actually most men could 
not fill the Presidency. In fact, most of the candidates 
and prospective candidates now milling about reading 
ghost written speeches, could not fill the office. Mast 
of them are by training and temperament unsuited to 
handle the complicated administrative problems which 
now face an American President. 


I his cannot he said of Lyndon Johnson who has 


bern in a position to assist the President of the 
United States to carry through a heavy program in 
the face of the Russian menace and at a lime 
when both houses of Congress are Democratic and 
the Presidency is held by a Republican. President 
Eisenhower was saved from the disaster which he- 
fell the Hoover Administration because a Demo­ 
cratic Congress was willing to co-operate with him. 
This was accomplished by Lvndon Johnson in the 
national interest.

The campaign is heating up in both parties. The 
Democrats face the major difficulty that they are a 
divided party-, 
the AD A. cutting quite a swath, 
supporting three candidates. Hubert Humphrey. John 
Kennedy and Stuart Symington

A Long Backward Step In The United Nations 


WASHINGTON - It was a set- 
back for moral force and the 
cause of idealism in the world 
when Great Britain. France. Bel­ 
gium and 23 other members of 
the United Nations formally ‘‘ab­ 
stained ' from voting on the reso­ 
lution which in effect, condemn­ 
ed 
the Communist 
regime of 
C h i n a 
for 
its 
“ aggressions" 
against the fundamental human 
rights of the people of Tibet. 
The resolution itself was passed 
by a vote of 45 to 9. and it is to 
the everlasting credit of the Uni­ 
ted States and most of the Latin- 
Ameriean countries that a ma­ 
jority was obtained. But the vic­ 
tory for freedom and humanitari­ 
anism was clouded by the “ ab­ 
stentions” in the voting. 
Naturally, the Soviet bloc fur­ 
nished the 9 votes in opposition, 
but the reasons given by some of 
those governments which didnt 
vote at all were hardly different 
from the line of argument ottered 
bv the Communist group in the 
I \ 
The abstaining countries took 
refuge in a provision of the Uni­ 
ted Nations Charter which says 
that “ nothing contained in the 
present charter shall authorize 
the United Nations to intervene 
in matters which are essentially 
within the domestic jurisdiction 
of any state ” 
The resolution itself did not ask 
the United Nations to “ intervene” 
or to take any action against the 
Chinese Communist regime 
In­ 
deed. it did not even mention Red 
China, though it was obviously 
directed against the Peking re­ 
gime. It merely took cognizance 
of reports of what has been hap­ 
pening in Tibet and called “ for 
respect for the fundamental hu­ 
man rights of the Tibetan people 
and for their distinctive cultural 
and religious lite ” Thus, it was 
only the expression of an opinion 
by the United Nations General 
Assembly, which is the forum to

w hich all oppressed 
p e o p le s 
everywhere look for moral sup­ 
port. 
After the Chinese Communists 
invaded Tibet in 1950 the Peking 
government made an agreement 
with the Tibetans which provided 
for a certain measure of self­ 
government and for the protec­ 
tion of their religious freedom 
under the Dalai Lama. Even, 
however, in those cases where 
nations are not self-governing, 
the Charter of the United Nations 
does provide for a certain type of 
action which was in line with the 
resolution passed by the I'N. 
last week. The U N. Charter in 
Article 73 says: 
“ Members of the United Na­ 
tions which have or assume re­ 
sponsibilities for the administra­ 
tion of territories whose peoples 
have not vet attained a full mea­ 
sure of self-government recognize 
the principle that the interests of 


the inhabitants of these territor­ 
ies are paramount, and accept as 
a sacred trust the obligation to 
promote to the utmost, within the 
system of international peace and 
security established by the pres­ 
ent Charter, the well being of the 
inhabitants of these territories, 
and, to this end to ensure, with 
due respect for the culture of the 
peoples concerned, their political. 
economic, social, and educational 
advancement, their 
just treat­ 
ment, and their protection against 
abuses ”

Blood Test May Spot Future Ulcer Victims 


By Dr. Theodore R. Van Dellen 
The blood pepsinogen test may 
be a good way to detect potential 
peptic ulcer victims 
High read­ 
ings have been obtained in those 
with active as well as healed 
lesions. In this respect, the test 
may prove as valuable as the 
blood cholesterol study in pre­ 
dicting candidates for heart di­ 
sease the sugar test for diabetes, 
and the uric acid level for gout. 


For years, the relationship of 
pepsinogen to peptic ulcer has 
fascinated Dr. I Arthur Mirsky 
of Pittsburgh 
He followed the 
medical course of 4.460 adults 
over a long period and compared 
the 2 per cent with the highest 
concentration of this substance 
with the 2 per cent having the 
lowest values. Several in the first 
group developed ulcer hut none in 


the second. 
A similar study was done on 
1.600 children aged several months 
to 16 years. 
Ulcer occurred in 
approximately lo per cent of those 
with high levels. The most pre­ 
valent age groups were 4 to 6 
and IO to 14 years. 


Blood levels also were taken on 
2.073 drawees 
Sixty-three of the 
300 men with the highest readings 
were selected for special study, 
comparing them with 57 who had 
the lowest 
X ray revealed ulcer 
in four of the soldiers in the high 
level group at the beginning of 
basic training and in five others 
2 to 4 months later 
None of the 
low level group developed ulcer.
